is the lack of funds for proper \ 
tional training in our school, that the 
may keep up with the modern 
industrial world.

and girls entered the plants after 
■ school with vri \ little voi.i 
tional training, and alter yi 
hard work and under difficulties, they 
made good, but that was before this 
machine arc. It cannot be done now. 
Therefore we must have more and 
better vocational training at 
School, and it means that our school 
has quite a problem, lint with 
sympathy and support and better 
financial backing, it cm be done. 

dl have I" remember (hat the 

school is the only place where our 

deaf boys and girls can have a chance 
to prepare for their plates in the in- 
dustrial world, and the only pkuc 
where they can secure training under 
instructors who understand and know i 
how to proceed with the training of, 

the deaf. Each child leaving school 

should be prepared in some definite 

Way to meet the every day problems 

lining a living. Without proper 

training it is Impossible for your 

Hureau to place the dl The 

world may pity the Incompetent and 

ill-prepared persons in the struggle 
of life, but it will not take can 
them indefinitely. The pity will 
turn to impatience and the unprep.ii 
ed one will be left to sink or swim. 
and usually they sink. In order to 
the necessary training for the 
new day. may I stress Ihe fact that 
il is absolutely necessary for us to 
stand a hundred pet cent behind our 
school management and see that the

should keep dissatisfaction and 
trouble to themselves. Let it be 
remembered that employers, as a rule, 
are close observers and fully realize 
the altitude assumed by their workers. 

Fourth, in applying for work, the 
deaf must exercise due care in esti- 
mating their ability. They should 
simply state what they can do and 
no more, for employers will exix>ct of 
them all they claim to be. 

Fifth, I also wish to commend those 
of you who have held jobs during the 
depression. It goes to show that 
you can "take it on the chin" and 
still smile and look to the future with 
hope and confidence. May it ever 
be your aim to do your level best in 
your undertakings, for it is the im- 
pression that you leave that paves 
Ihe wax- for those who follow you.

It was in March, 1894, when the 
Rev. August Keinke, pastor of Beth- 
lehem Church in Chicago, started to 
preach to the deaf in the sign lan- 
guage. Then, in 1896, the Missouri 
Synod, in convention at Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, took over the missionary 
work among the deaf. Milwaukee 
was the first city with the missionary 
of that kind. This year twenty mis- 
sionaries preach to the deaf in 200 
cities, the communicant Lutheran deaf 
totalling 1800. There are ten congre-

U. S. S. R. 

There .tie over 112,000 deaf mules 
in Ihe Soviet Union. Many of Ihem 
aie united in spe, lal s,„ irli.s, -which 
are to be found in every Republic 

"i ihe Soviet Union: there exists in 

ihe RSFSR Ihe VOG - All-Russian 
Society 'if Deaf Mules, which has 
27,000 members; the Ukraine has a 
i krainian partnership of deaf-mutes; 

Ihe White Russian Republic, the 
While Russian society of deaf unites. 

Similar organisations exist in Uzbekis- 
tan, Kazakhstan, Georgia, Aserbaid- 

zhaii and Armenia. All these societies 

arc undei ihe jurisdiction Of Ihe 
People's Commis of Social 

provision. 

All deaf-mutes of the Soviet I iiion 
work in enterprises of the State 
Industry, cooperative societies and in 
agriculture. 

There is no unemployment among 
the deal mules. 

I hiring recent years the trade 
unions lake active part in the work 
with the deaf-mutes, especially in 
those enterprises where these people 
work in groups. 

In plates where the deaf-mutes 
work in such groups, trade union 
committees are being created under a 
leadership of the factory trade 
union organizations. These com- 
mittees organise the servicing of the 
deaf-mutes in the enterprises: Red 
Corners, general and technical edu. a 
lion, mass excursions, outings, etc. 
They also render them assistance in 
their everyday life. 

There are many Stakhanovites 
among the deaf-mutes who exceed the 
norms of production many times. 
During this year the Moscow Regional 
Council of Trade Unions has organiz- 
ed a conference of deaf-mute Stak 
hanovites of the Moscow region. 

There are 70 clubs and 200 Red 
Corners for deaf-mutes in the USSR. 

In Leningrad the House of Educa- 
tion of deaf-mutes is located in the 
former I '.dace of a grand duke. 

The MOSCOW Workers' club and' the* 
Leningrad House of Education of 

deaf-mutes have mimic theatres for 
deaf mutes. The artists of this 
theatre are the deaf-mute workers 
themselves. Owing to a very good 
stage education and the mastr 
the deaf-mute regisseurs, they were 
able to stage such plays as "Inspector 
General" by N. V Gogol, "Craftiness 
and Love" by F. Schiller and many 
other. 

other dubs of deaf-mutes in other 
cities of the province also have their 
mimic theatres of deaf mv.1 

A great role in the life of the deaf- 
mutes is played by physical culture. 

There is a great number of very good 
athletes among the deaf-mutes who 
would not be below the ordinate 
people. In 1933 the deaf mutes 
participated in the Second All Cmon 
Trade Union Spartakiade. The deaf- 
mutes showed on this Spartakiade 
quite good results in light athletics 
and received honorary letters. 

A special All -Union Home of Rest 
is organized for the deaf-mutes in 



also places in ordinary Houses of 
Rest of the Trade Unions. 

In addition lo this, all the working 
deal mules who need special cures or 
rest, have Ihe right lo receive through 
the trade unions, on the same basis 
as all the rest of the working |>cople, 
places in the Rest Homes, sanatoriums 
and resorts. 

All deaf-mules of a school 1 
the I SSR are subjected lo a general 

obligatory education. 

The USSR has about 250 schools 
for deaf mutes where over 20,000 
people are studying. The deaf-mutes 
also can enter middle and high schools 
where special groups are being created 
for them and where they study with 
the assistance of an interpreter. 

The deaf mutes of Ihe Soviet Union 
have tlieii own \ll Inion pi. 
magazine, "Xhizn C.luklionemykh" 
(late of the Deal Mules). 'This 
magazine is published twice a month. 
The Leningrad regional department of 
the All-Russian Society of Deaf 
Mutes is publishing every two weeks a 

newspaper "Udarnik" (Shock Work- 
er), and the Western regional depart- 
ment of the All-Russian Society of 
Deal Mutes, publishes a new: 
"Beregi Slukh" (Take care of your 
hearing). 

Except this, the deaf-mutes organise 
every year a three-day campaign 
"Beregi Slukh" during which they 
publish many newspapers on special 

subjections, leaflets, pamphlets, post- 
devoted to 'he struggle with
